READ LOAF WRITERS’ CONFERENCE, founded in 1926 


and boasting a rich literary and intellectual tradition, 


gathers together emerging writers to work closely 
with a diverse and talented faculty. 


For 10 days each summer, conference attendees experience 
the intensity—and challenge—of working under the 
guidance of notable writers, including MacArthur Fellows, 
U.S. poets laureate, and recipients of the Pulitzer Prize and 
National Book Award. The conference’s rural and scenic 
setting amid the Green Mountains on the Middlebury 
College Bread Loaf campus provides an ideal environment 
for discussing manuscripts, sharing insights, getting to know 
agents and editors, and becoming acquainted with the next 


generation of significant writers. 


THE PROGRAM 

WORKSHOPS IN FICTION, poetry, and nonfiction are at the 
core of the conference. Each faculty member conducts a 
workshop that meets for five two-hour sessions over the 
course of the 10 days. Groups are kept small to facilitate 
discussion, and all participants meet individually with their 


faculty leaders to elaborate on workshop comments. 


Faculty members also offer lectures on issues around literary 
writing and one-hour classes on specific aspects of the 

craft. Readings by the faculty, conference participants, and 
guests take place throughout the day and into the night. 
Participants meet with visiting editors, literary agents, and 
publishers who provide information and answer questions, 


individually or in small groups.

STEEPED IN HISTORY 

BREAD LOAF IS THE OLDEST WRITERS’ CONFERENCE in the 
country. The Little Theatre, where conference attendees 
still gather today for readings and lectures, was filled to 
capacity in 1928 when Stephen Vincent Benét and Sinclair 
Lewis presented their newest works, and later, in 1945, 
when Richard Wright read from Native Son to a spellbound 
audience. A young Eudora Welty worked diligently on A 
Curtain of Green with her faculty mentor Katherine Anne 
Porter as they sat by the huge fireplace in the Barn. And 
Robert Frost was an avid hiker of the trails around campus 
that evoked some of his most memorable poetry. So many 
remarkable writers have made Bread Loaf their home for the 


Writers’ Conference, and we hope you will too.
